“BY RUSSIANS 


Steamer Arabia, With a Cargo of 
Flour Aboard, Is Believed to Be the 
Property of Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Co. 


BRITISH READY TO 
RECOVER ENGLISH SHIPS 


Czar Orders Volunteer Fleet to Return 
Home Before It Makes More Trou- 
ble for Him—Rebukes Relatives 
Who Ordered Seizures. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 25.—The steam- 
er Arabia, reported captured by the. Rus- 
sian Viadivestok squadron and sent to 
Vindivosteck as a prize, is believed to 
be the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Ce.’s steamer Arabian, which sailed from 
this port for the Orient about a month 
ago with a cargo of sour. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 2%.—Vessels 
arriving here report that a British warship 
is patrolling off Cape Helas, 15 miles south 
of the Dardanelles. 

She is using her searchlight, with the 
supposed view of intercepting any British 
ships which may have been captured by the 
Russian volunteer fleet steamers, if they 
attempt to pass the Dardanelles. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 2%.—The Assoct- 
ated Press is informed that the Russian 
volunteer fleet steamers Smolensk and St. 
Ptersburg have been ordered home. 

The assurances given Great Britain on 
this point are declared to be satisfactory. 
The instructions given to the compianders 
of the vessels repeat the orders heretofore 
announced in these dispatches, directing 
them to refrain from further attempts to 
stop merchantmen, either in the Red Sea 
or on the Mediterranean. 

The decision not to insist upon the war 
status of ships was probabley reached at 
the conference held Saturday. The two 
ships may be brought to the Baltic and 
formally recommissioned. 

hussia has reiterated her assurances that 
all vessels seized pending the receipt of 
instructions by the captains of the Smo- 
lensk and St. Petersburg shall at once be 
released and that the British steamer Ar- 
dova will be freed upor her arrival at 
Suez or Port Said, the same as the Scandia 
of the Hamburg-American line. Russia has 
already apologized to Germany for the 
Scandia seigune, and promised that a simi- 
lar blunder shall ntiot be made: 

Great Britain's bill for damages against 
Russia for demurrage and other itndemni- 
ties conected with the arrest, détention and 
shelling of British ships in the Red Sea, 
will probably be very heavy. Already it is 
roughly estimated at $5,000,000. 

The popular version of the Red Sea en- 
tanglement which has so embarrassed the 
Russian foreign office is that it grew out 
of Grand Duke Alexander Mikhawtovich, 
head of the department of the mercantile 
marine, practically taking matters into his 
own hands and commissioning the vessels 
of the volunteer fleet which had passed 
through the Dardanélles to the far east, 
to hoist the Ruselan war flag and seize 
merchantmen in the Red Sea. 

It is understood that the Emperor has cen- 
sured his brother-in-law for taking a step 
of such gravity without a the for- 
eign office. There is general relief, how- 
ever, at the fact that Grand Duke Alex- 
ander Mikhailovich'’s precipate action has 
not resulted in trreparable complications. 

The blunder of the grand duke is at- 
imibuted to his comparative youth and in- 
experience in affairs of state. He is well 
known in the United States, as he was first 
officer on board the armored cruiser Dmitri 
Donskoi on oceasion of the visit of the 
Russian «squadron to Hampton Roads and 
New York in 1893. 


SHIP SEIZED BY RUSSIANS 
NOT OWNED BY AMERICANS. 


WASHINGTON, July 2%.—The prospect of 
Russia’s becoming involved in diplomatic 
troubles with the United States over the 
sinking of the steamer Knight Commander, 
pound from New York to Shanghai, and 
Singapore, was dissipated today by the an- 
nouncément that she was a British, and not 
an American, vessel. 

She sailed from New York May 2% and 
was captured and sunk by the Vladivostok 
squadron off Japan yesterday. It is be- 
lieved she must have been Jaden with con- 
traband of war, though why she was sunk 
‘s a mystery. 

The apparently wanton destruction of the 
yesse| may make trouble for Russia with

CYCLONES ARE HARMLESS. 


Only by a Mistaken Use of Terms Are 
They Associated With Tornadoes. 
From Nature and Science in August St. 

Nicholas, 

The ordinary land cyclone is usually quite 
harmless, and it is only by a mistaken use 
of the term that it has become associated 
with those terrifying storms peculiar to 
our country known as tornadoes. Cyclones 
have a bad reputation because they are 
commonly associated with other more 
harmful storms. Instead of being danger- 
ous and destructive they are the chief 
source of rain in spring and autumn and 
supply the snow which adds so much to the 
pleasure of our northern winter. Thay 
cover a large extent of territory at one 
time, and on an average follow one another 
across the country from west to east at in- 
tervals of about three days. 

A. tornado often does great damage. It is 
known by its funnel-shaped cloud, which 
bounds and bounces along, now high in the 
air and again touching the ground. Where 
it skims along the ground the havoc is 
greatest. Here the mightiest structures of 
man are crushed in an instant before the 
avalanches of wind let loose from every 
direction. The air seems to have an ex- 
plosive force, buildings falling outward in- 
stead of inward, as one might think. In 
such a storm no place its safe, but the 
southwest corner of a cellar affords the 
best protection obtainable. If in the open 
lie flat on the ground. During a tornado, 
which lasts but a few minutes, the sky is 
covered by cloudg of inky blackness which 
here and there take on a livid greenish hue. 
The surface winds rush spirally wpward 
Into the funnel-shaped cloud, carrying 
with them many articles which are after- 
wards dropped some distance beyond. The 
danger zone is confined to a path less 
than half a mile in width and 100 miles in 
iength. These storms occur only on land.

Therefore, the rule was left as it was, 
with the general understanding that the 
rule will not be enforced so long as there 
is no abuse of the privilege. 

As the board had been unanimously in 
favor, at the previous meeting, of prevent- 
ing Sunday swimming in front of the 
grounds, no formal action was necessary. 
Tho committee to which the matter had 
been referred, President George Lubke, 
Jf., H. Perrin and George Dougherty, 
was continued in existence to see that the 
rule was not violated. 

The swimming which occurred Sunday 
Was upstream from the grounds and was 
not regarded as a violation of the rule. 
Quite a number of the cottagers and some 
from Hotel Chautauqua “went in.’
